It is Given With Great Effect on Gov- 
ernor’s Island Yesterday.

New Yor«, December 26.—The steam 
launch that runs to and from Governor’s Is- 
land contained two contrasted groups of pas- 
sengers yesterday. At one end half a dozen 
soldiers stood very unsteadily. Their blue 
coats were rumpled and soiled and their 


sleepy eyes and haggard faces showed that 


they had been “making a night of it,” after 
the approved military fashion, “Happy New 
Year,” shouted one of them to the engineer. 
A number of ladies and gentlemen crowded 
the other end of the boat. They were 
on their way to attend the Christmas 
services on the Island, especially to 
hear the new Te Deum written by Mrs. Han- 
eock. Governor’s Island, on the first visit, 


especially if the day be fine, strikes one asa 
particularly neat and trim place. The grass, 
even in winter, is a refreshing sight, and the 
guiet that prevails is comforting. The pre- 
cise soldier, who stalks up and down on 
guard, and the big guns that took their aim 
years ago at marks they never bit, are awful 
enough to keep visitors silent. The pretty 
little houses of the officers all wore Christ- 
mas greens in their windows yesterday. By 
10 o’clock the residents of the island were 
wending their way to the little chapel, and 
when the services opened every seat was 
taken, andthe aisles were crowded. The 
church was tastefully decorated with ever- 
greens and flowers. Gen. Hancock and the 
other officers and their families occupied 
THE BODY OF THE BUILDING, 
while the soldiers in their blue uniforms 
completely filled the rear. The entire music 
of the service was arranged by Mrs. Han- 
cock, who presided at the organ. Miss Kate 
Baylor, Miss May Jones, Mr. James Jane- 
way and Mr. Otto Becker. all residents of the 
island, sang the choir music. Mrs. Han- 
cock’s Te Deum, which is intended fora 
chorus and a quartet chorus, was given with 
fine effect. The principal solos are for the 
contralto and the bass. The music is rich and 
harmonious, with some decidedly impressive 
assages. Although the Te Deum has been 
eard by very few people, the publishers have 
already met with remarkable success, over 
100 copies a day having been sold during the 
past week. r. Theodore Thomas intends 
presenting the ‘Te Deum at one of his alfter- 
noon concerts in January. 


CHINESE WOMEN. 


How They Are Bought and Imported 
Like Slaves. 

Victoria, December 26.—By the steam- 
ship Volmer arrived forty Chinese women. 
Thirty-two of the number were sold to 
Chinamen who reside in the United States 
and the remaining eight are resreved for 
this place. Yesterday two Chinamen who 
worked to secure the women, brought them 
before the Chief Justice on a writ of habeas 
corpus, alleging they were forcibly de- 
tained. The women, however, swore they 
were free agents and the cases were dis- 
missed. In course of investigation it was 

roved thirty-two women who went to 
he American side disguised as Indian 
women. It is feared the traffic in human be- 
ings wil. be carried un at this point on a 
large scale next year.

THE EXPERTS. 

A scientist or professional man called to 
give “expert testimony” in acase undergoing 
judicial investigation is not only permitted 
to state facts within nis knowledge, but to 
give his mere opinions and theories as evi- 
dence. The medical expert, for example, 
after detailing the facts of a post-mortem ex- 
amination, is permitted to offer as evidence 
his conclusions or guesses as to antecedent 
facts about which he knows nothing. Thus 
the paid advocates or prejudiced partisan» of 
either side are enabled to argue the case from 
the witness stand, and this expedient has 
been resorted to of late years so much that it 
is said many men are now making their liv- 
ing largely out of fees and retainers obtained 
as expert witnesses for one side or the other in 
important suits. Some of them are as ready 
as lawyers to take a fee from either side, and 
to sustain the cause of the client who pays 
them to appear for him in the guise of wit- 
nesses. 

But while the growth of this abuse 
has made trials more protracted and 
expensive, without aiding the adminis- 
tration of justice, it has carried its own cor- 
rective with it, and no kind of evidence has 
fallen into lower disrepute than the opinions 
and theories of experts. Every such opinion 
or theory is immediately offset by the oppo- 
site opinion or theory of an expert who ap- 
pears for the other side. Especially is this 
the case with medica] testimony. Inthe re- 
cent case of CooPpER, triedin New York on 
a writ de lunatico inquirendo, physicians 
who make a specialty of insanity testified that 
he was insane and that his mental disease 
was progressing and incurable, while others 
of just as high authority were just as posi- 
tive that he was no more insane than any 
other man who drinks toomuch. The coun- 
try will not soon forget the similar conflict 
of medical testimony as to GUITEAU’S in- 
sanity. The expert specialists who pro- 
nounced him irresponsibly insane and pre- 
dicted that the autopsy would show his brain 
diseased were not even silenced by the dis- 
closure of the fact that no trace of disease 
could be found in his brain. Some 
of them are still publishing ponder- 
ously phrased articles maintaining that 
the members of the medical committee who 
reported on the pathological condition of the 
dead assassin’s brain were themselves insane 
or ignorant asses. 

This invariable conflict of medical testi- 
mony has of late reflected so much discredit 
on the profession that its best members are 
beginning to look with suspicion on those 
physicians who court employment as experts 
or who seek to advertise themselves by vol- 
unteering as witnesses to teil a court al] the 
material facts of a fight from the nature and 
appearance of the wound. After the ex- 
perience of the GARFIELD case medical men 
should be more modest in offering their in- 
ferences, conclusions or deductions as evi- 
dence. That was a case in which the relative 
positions of the assassin and his victim were 
settled beyond doubt, as also the size and 
primary direction of the ball. Yet, although 
symptoms of spinal injury were noted from 
the first, and although the post-mortem 
finally showed that the ball did strike the 
spine, a troop of the most eminent and ex- 
perienced surgeonsin the Union treated the 
ease for months upon an utterly false theory 
as to the course of the ball, mistaking a 
pus cavity fora bullet hole that went in an 
opposite direction. 


THE ASSESSMENT BILL. 

The new bill to prohibit political assess- 
ments reported by Mr. Epmunps from the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate provides 
that ‘‘no person in the service of the Govern- 
ment, whether legislative, executive or judi- 
cial,” shall go into the assessinent business. 
This looks like a sweeping prohibition, but 
it is less sweeping than it seems, inasmuch 
as it has been judicially decided that mem- 
bers of either House of Congress do not come 
under the definition of “‘persons in the ser- 
vice of the Government,” and they are the 
only ones who have been engaged in the as- 
sessment business. 

The only persons who are known to have 
been concerned in collecting subscriptions 
from the employes of the United States are 
the gentlemen composing the Congressiona) 
Republican Committee, and their attempt at 
extortion attracted notice only because the 
employes had reasonable motion to believe 
that the Administration stood behind them 
and was ready to enforce their demands by 
the use of the power of removal. If it had 
not been for this impression which the com- 
mittee sought to enforce by implication the 
country would not have been disgraced by 
the blackmail business which has led to this 
virtuous spasm on the part of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

The bill wholly ignores the worst feature 
of political assessments, which is that they 
are not carried on, and cannot be carried on, 
by persons in the employ of the Government, 
but are carried on solely by the Congression- 
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wide circle of wiser people than Mr. Bum-

of the Government, Gen. Newron MARgrTin 
CuRTIS ,was imprudent enough to think that 
he might safely do what Congressmen and 
Senators did freely, and he undertook to 
collect subscriptions, but he has been fined 
and the fine has been enforced under the ex- 
isting laws, and itis safe to say that even 
without the new Senate bill neither he nor 
any other person in the employ of the Gov- 
ernment would hereafter be employed to col” 
lect campaign assessments. 

With the passage of a Civil Service Reform 
bill, which now seems reasonably assured, 
the bill to prohfbit political assessments 
would be a superfluity, and the collector who 
would enter one of the departments by the 
door would probably go out by the window. 
The present bill is valuable chiefly as an evi 
dence that the assessment fiends are alarmed. 
As a protection for the purity of the public 
service it is less satisfactory. 


A SAMPLE. 

Something like a panic in the Bessemer 
steel business was lately started by the South 
Chicago Rolling Mills. which are now re- 
ceiving large orders and willin a fow days 
begin to run out their full capacity, turning 
out steel raiis at about half the price prevail- 
ing at the beginning of last year. At that 
time the Pennsylvania Steel Company, at 
Steelton, near Harrisburg, obtained $80 per 
ton for its rails, and the fact that it is now 
increasing its pay-roll when contracts for 
rails are being made as low as $40 and even 
$38, proves how enormously profitable the 
business has been. This company’s shares 
in 1873 sold as low as $48, but have since 
risen to $305, after being watered to the ex- 
tent of amillion. Its profits this year are 
said to be $1,500,000. Its freight bills amount 
to $800,000 a year, its pay roll to $147,000 a 
month, and its plant, valued at $4,000,000, is 
being increased by the addition of over $800,- 
000 worth of new furnaces, plate mills and 
other buildings and machinery. Itis able to 
make this expenditure without affecting its 
dividends, and it has on hand over $1,000,000 
worth of eres and rawiron. Yet upon all 
this property and capita] the borough assess- 
ment is but $225,000, upon which amount the 
company pays a tax of only twenty-six mills 
for borough, county and school purposes, all 
told. While protection has done all this for 
the capitalists who own these mills, the 
census shows that their 2,500 laborers have 
been paid an average of ucly $1.04 per day. 


Tue Mexican Government, which reeently 
declared the forfeiture of the concession of 
the Tehuantepec Railroad Company, has 
acted in good faith with the company in pay- 
ing for the completed portion of the road. 
The value of the work has been appraised at 
$1,625,000, and of this amount the Govern- 
ment has paid $125,000 in cash, and agrees to 
pay $400,000 in April, and the balance in 
monthly installments of $100,000. The road 
is to be completed by the Government, which 
has made a contract with Sénor DELFIN 
SANCHEZ, by the terms of which 
he is to finish the road in about 
two years and be paid $25,000 a kilo- 
meter, or about $40,000 a mile. As there 
are some 160 milesin all, the Government 
will in the course of two years be called on 
to pay about $7,000,000 in cash for.the con- 
struction and equipment of a road which 
night be valuable if it had harbors at either 
end, but which seems to be of questionable 
utility in the present condition of its terminal 
facilities. 


Tue Southwest Leadand Zine Association 
of Missouri has presented a memorial to 
Congress in which the assertion is made that 
without a duty of two cents a pound on lead 
and a protective duty on zinc both. of these 
industries must disappear from this country. 
There seems to be much force in the state- 
ment that the zinc industry in Europe is un- 
der the control of a syndicate of capitalists 
who are able to fix prices arbitrarijy, and 
who could very well afford to break down 
the zinc industry in this country by lowering 
the price of zinc until our production ceased, 
when they would be able to put the price up 
onus. But some of the other arguments are 
not equally logical. It is, however, merely 
common justice to protect the interests of 
zinc and lead on the same basis as those of 
iron and steel.

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BOWIE-KNIFE POTTER. 


A Well-Known Ex-Congressman, 
Dying in Want and Neglect. 
Particulars of the Quarrel Between Potter and 
Gen. Pryor--A Due! With Bowie Knives at 
Four Feet--Interesting Details of an Old 

Congressidnal Sensation. 


New York, December 26.—The Hon. John 
F. Potter, an ex-member of Congress from 
Wisconsin, and at one time widely known in 
State and national affairs, is dying in pover- 
ty in a comfortless farmhouse in Mukwana- 
go, Wisconsin. Mr. Potter is better known, 
perhaps, as the Congressman who offered to 
fight Gen. Roger A. Pryor with Bowie 
knives, and won for himself the nickname of 
“Bowie Knife Potter.”. He was born in 
Augusta, Maine, May 11, 1817, and was in the 
Phillips Academy in New Hampshire. He 
studied law, went West, and was a member 
of the Wisconsin Legislature in 1856. 
From 1842 to 1846 he was a Judge 
in Walworth county in that State 
and was elected a Representative to the Thir- 
ty-fifth Congress, and reélected to the Thir- 
ty-sixth and Thirty-seventh Congress. He 
was a delegate to the Peace Congress of 1861. 
He was appointed Governor of Nevada Ter- 
ritory by President Lincoln, but declined and 
was subsequently appointed Consul-General 
of British North America. Ever after his 
celebrated difficuity with Gen. Pryor in 1860 
Mr. Potter was known as “Bowie Knife 
Potter.” General Pryor wasa Democratic 
representative from Virginia in the thirty- 
sixth Congress, and Mr. Potter was a Re- 
publican representative from Wisconsin. It 
was inthe days when members from the 
Southern States had an unfortunate habit of 

“LORDING IT”’ 

over Northern members, making Washing- 
ton and the halls of Congress uncomfortable 
for them, abusing them whenever occasion 


offered and threatening them with the 
“code.” Mr. Potter was one of the first 
Northern members to give one of the fire- 
eaters a dose of his own medicine. There 
had been an animated discussion in the 
House of Representatives, in which both 
Gen. Pryorand Mr. Potter took part. On 
the 12th of April, 1860, Gen. Pryor rose to a 
question of privilege and found fault 
with a report of the discussion in the 
Congressional Globe, which he said had been 
“doctored” by Mr. Potter. Mr. Potter was 
reported as saying that ‘the Republican side 
should be heard, let the consequences be 
what they might.” Gen. Pryor said that 
these words had been inserted in the report 
by Mr. Potter, though not used by him in 
the debate. r. Potier replied that he had 
inserted the words in the official report be- 
cause, though he had usef@ them, they 
had accidentally byjthe reporter. ‘*Gen. Pryor 
erased the words,” he cOntinued, ‘‘and he 
HAD NO RIGHT 
to doit. I would have cut wy right band off 
before Lwould have done it. itis none of 
another gentieman’s business, and he has no 
right to take the liberty of altering or amend- 
jngit.

NATIVITY PLAY. 


A Curious Drama Given in New 
York Last Night. 


The Birth of Christ Illustrated on the Stage-- 
How the Actors Looked and Conducted 
Themselves.

New York, December 26. — The produc- 
tion of the Rev. Gabriel A. Healy’s nativity 
play crowded the hallin the basement of St. 
Bernard’s Church, on Fourteenth street, last 
evening. At8:10 p.m. fifty children rose 
from their seats at the right of the stage and 
sang the opening chorus. Then the curtain 
was rungup. The stage was about thirty 
feet square and was equipped with foot- 
lights and drop-lights. The first scene was 
the interior of a dwelling. The Virgin Mary, 
attired as a nun, was kneelingin prayer. At 
the right of the stage was a motionless figure 
in a brown robe, bearing a banner, inscribed: 
“The Evangelist.”” He repeated a few lines 
from the Bible and then became apparently 
as inanimate as astatue. An angel in white 
and rose color announced the coming of the 
Redeemer. Another curtain then rose, dis- 
playing a tableauin which angels with ex- 
tended arms were bending above a row of 
children, whose eyes were uplifted. The 
drop fell and a carol was sung by the chorus. 
The next scene is a rocky woodland. The 
Virgin Mary visits St. Elizabeth, who kneels 
before her and tells her that . she 
is to be the mother of the Savior. 
They enter the door of a cottage. 
In the next scene are four shepherds with 
crooks in their hands. They are boys of 
about 18 years of age. An angel appears to 
them and announces the birth of Christ. A 
group of angels appear. There is music and 
singing. ‘The scene changes and the manger 
at Bethlehem appears. The waxen figure of 
an infant rests upon the straw. At its head 
is Joseph, 

WITH LONG WHITE HAIR 
‘and beard, at its feet Mary. . A group of 
angels are in the alcove above. The painted 
figures of domestic animals are in the back- 
ground. ‘The shepherds appear and fall 
prostrate before the manger. ‘The curtain 
next rises in the court of Herod, who sits 
upon his throne, black-bearded, and in robe 
and crown. Four velvet-clad pages are at 
his feet. Ten guards in mail stand about 
him. The Eastern Magi are announced and 
enter, pe per rich robes -and crowns.. 
A group of children in the audience, recognize 
friends upon the stage, and endeavor 
vainly to conceal their merriment. Not 
a smile or a look of consciousness 
appears upon the face of one of the actors. 
The Magi visit the manger at Bethlehem. 
An angei warns them not to return to Herod. 
The angels are papreccaras by young giris of 
16 to 18 years. Herod again appears in his 
palace. He consoles himself with the music 
of his minstrels. These are 
thirteen little girls in white. They dance 
singly, beginning with the smallest, and in 
couples. Each carries a small bel) and sings. 
They keep good time with feet, voice and 
bell. The principal dancer appears to be 
about five years old. Herod 
CALLS THE CAPTAIN 
of his guard and orders the slaughter of the 
male children. The captain shudders, pro- 
tests and moves away with face down. 
Groans are heard after his disappearance. 
Another curtain rises and reveals a tableau 
of guards with their spears raised 
above the heads of children crouchin 
at their feet, In the next ac 
nineteen male children dressed in white, 
with red sashes and red hose appear. They 
bear a banner inscribed, “We are the littie 
ones who died,” and sing and recite in uni- 
son. in the final tableau the manger at

Plantation Hands with the Voices of 
Angels. 
From the New York Globe. 


Down in the valley of the Shenandoah 
near Strasburg, Va., there lived, and, alas! 
lately died, in a sense ‘“‘unseen’”’ and unheard, 
a human flower of consummate vocal beauty. 
It was Obed Bird, a colored man most won- 
derfully gifted in the power of song. He had 
avoice of phenomenal range, clear, resonant 
and true, singing equally wel! the highest 
notes of the basso, and always with the most 
ravishing sweetness. Yet outside of the ob- 
scure little world of Strasburg and its vicin- 
ity but few persons saw this latter-day Or- 
pheus; while only after the winged messen- 
ger of death called him to join the angelic 
choir above does the general artistic world 
learn of this marvelous songster. And since 
he belonged to a race contemned, living, too, 
in a region of comparative intellectual dark- 
ness, his marvelous vocal organ may be 
said to have wasted “its sweet- 
ness on the desert air.”’ Yet not 
altogether so, forevenin and around Stras- 
burg the common people often came in 
crowds to hear him sing, listening spell- 
bound as strangely beautiful sounds of 
melody issued from a throat that seemed 
fairly charged with all the music of the unl- 
verse; and the few people with cultivated 
musical ears oft invited him to sing, listen- 
ing with equal rapture. Often, like a true 
child of nature, he went forth to the woods, 
and there joined his voice with those of the 
“feathery songsters’” that warbled from 
every tree. Again, he made the star-lit 
nights vocal with sweet sounds, delightfullv 
awakening the sleepers with such serenades 
as we may wellimagine successfully rivaled 
the troubadours of old, while at the country 
church his wonderful voice was ever in de- 
mand to lead in the singing. To this church 
came people froin miles away, solely to sit 
under the spell of this musical magician. 
People said, “‘His is the voice of an angel.” 
Others, though acounted good singers, durst 
not sing where Obed Bird could be heard, 
for from his voice to theirs was a descent 
from the sublimely beautiful to even worse 
than the common-place. But of this sweet 
minstrel Miss Bertha Von Hillern, a lady of 
literary and musical culture, thus writes: 
‘“The music * * * was suddenly and forever 
hushed by the pe ne of a grist-mill, at 
which he was employed. * * * One wild 
scream of agony was the last sound ever 
heard from that wonderful throat that had 


poured forth such floods of melody, and in 
one instant the sweetest singer of ail the 
country round had become only a pitiful, man- 
gled op pee. ‘Squire Stickney’s daughters 
used to sit on their verandaand sing. ina 
few moments a rich, mellow bass would come 
rolling out over the bills, so sweet, so full of 
melody, repeated by the mountain echoes, 
that they used sometimes to forget to sing in 
their intense listening; but the voice was as 
illusive as the very echoes, and would cease 
as suddenly. * * * One lady said (speak- 
ing of one of his serenades), ‘I thought 1 had 
awakened in another world, and heard an 
angel sipg. icould not believe any mortal 
creature could make sounds so sweet.’ ‘The 
range of his voice wasa wonder of itself, 
but more than all was that which filied every 
note from the highest to the lowest.’’ 

There have been, and are even now 
throughout the South, other instances al- 
most, if not quite, equal to this one of won- 
derful natural musical yifts possessed by 
members of the colored re.® fand many read- 
ers will recall them. ‘The writer remembers 
having heard one such some years ago in 
Ohio. He was leader of the singing in a col- 
ored church. I have since heard at concerts 
and in operas several of the world’s greatest 
singers, but not one of them all possessed a 
voice equal to this sweet-toned tenor of the 
colored race. We speak of the need of culti- 
vation, but surely his was a voice that, as it 
seemed, could not have been improved by 
culture; for with none of the knowledge con- 
tained in music books, nor that imparted by 
teachers, this voice was a perfect one in 
wealth and beauty of natural melody, and so 
modulated and controlled by the singer’s own 
innate taste and gift of expression as to 
charm not only the untutored of his hearers, 
but also the most exacting of musical critics.

The Testimony of an Officer in the Confed- 
: erate Fleet. 


NORFOLK, VA., December 23, 1882... 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I see in your vajuable paper, sent to me by 
my sister, a resident of your city, that quite 
a discussion is going on in regard to the 
Monitor and Virginia, or Merrimac. 

Knowing the desire of your valuable journal 
for facts, not fancies, I will endeavor to 
youa detailed sketch of the Confe‘etrate 
ram Virginia and her history. The United 
States frigate Merrimac was built at Boston 
in the year 1855, and was furnished as a steam 
frigate, with a battery of forty guns, pierced 
for forty-four. She had made one foreign 
voyage, and when the navy yard was burned 
on the 19th of April, 1862, she was laid up in 
ordinary, and was burned with several other 
large vessels, by the United States authori- 
ties, to prevent them from being made availa- 
ble by the Confederates. 

Late in 1861, it was decided by the Navy 
Department in Richmond, under the advice 
of Chief Engineer Williamson of the Con- 
federate Navy, and John L. Porter, naval 
constructor, to raise the sunken Merrimac, 
and put her in fighting order under a plan of 
original design, as an iron-clad. 

These gentlemen were finally ordered to 
carry their plans into execution with all pos- 
sible dispatch, which they at once proceeded 
todo. The work proceeded with the utmost 
haste and apparent secrecy, but the sequel 
developed that money was powerful, and 
the authorities at Washington were kept du- 
ly posted. 

Mr, Williams designed the alterations in 
the machinery, and Mr. Porter had charge of 
the reconstruction and plating the hull, 
decks, etc., with iron, which was finally com- 
pleted. Before leaving the Navy Yard the 
armor of the Virginia was greased and made 
thick with tallow, so that when shot struck 
it they flew off almost harmless, making only 
slight indentations, and occasionally strik- 
ing the wood backing, making splinters fly 
quite lively, and exceedingly dangerous, as 


several were badly wounded eer 

Everything ag | ready, on March 8, 1862, 
at 11:30 a. m., the Virginia cast off from the 
Navy Yard, proceeded down the Elizabeth 
River and passed the obstructions, followed 
by the gunboats Raleigh and Bufort, and 
the signal steamer J. B. White. 

Her appearance in the Roads, when she 
crossed from Sewell’s Point below the middle 

round, and took the James River channel for 
New port News, created an unusual conster- 
nation in the enemy’s fleet. Both at New 

ort News and Old Point signals were fiy- 
ing and guns firing, announcing the approach 
of the monster. Several of the friga thie 
Roanoke, Capt. Marston, and the Minnesota, 
Capt. Pore, were taken in tow by tugs at 
Old Point, heading towards Newport 
News. In the meantime the Merrimac was 
steaming as fast as she could towards the 
Congress at Newport News, which ran 
up a white flag to her mast-head, and after a 
broadside from the Virginia, shipped_ her 
cabies and went ashore on Newport News 
Point, under cover of the shore batteries and 
sharp-shoobters. 

The Cunfederate steamers Patrick Henry, 
Jamestown and Teaser, taking advantage of 
the occasion, run the batteries at Newport 
News, at Fort Manstield, and came to the aid 
of the Virginia, the movement towards New- 


‘port News being prearranged to allow tne 


above steamers to run outof the James River 
tomake them available for the defense of 
Norfolk. ‘The concentrated force of the 
Confederate tleet told with fearful effect on 
the Congress, when the white flags were run 
up and the colors hauled down. The 
Raleigh, Lieut. Parker, ran _ along- 
side the Congress, under a heavy 
fire of musketry from shore, wounding Lieut. 
Minor, Admiral Buchanan’s aid,who had been 
sent to receive the surrender of the Congress. 
The Congress was on fire, her officers had 
surrendered their swords but the shore party 
kept pouring in a galling fire, Consternation 
reigned and the officers of the Congress, dur- 
ing the melee, instead of going to the Raleigh 
escaped ashore. The wounded, who were 
below, burned in her. A _ few escaped 
ashore and some were taken on board the 
Raleigh. The Virginia had, in the mean- 


time, turned her attention to the Cumber-, 


land, which was fought nobly by Lieut. Geo. 
U pham{Morris, who was in the same class with 
myself, and served with me in the Aijibany 
during the Mexican war with Capt. &.- L. 
Breese, brother of the iate Senator Breese, 
of Lilinois. 

The- Virginia ran up the river, turned with 
the ebb tide and ran for the Cumberland, 
striking her just abaft the fore chains on the 
starboard side, cutting her to_her very keel- 
son. ‘Lhe ebb tide struck the Virginia before 
she could back out on the port quarter, 
sheered her around almost broadside with 
the Cumberland, and that vessel, tilting to 
starboard from the rush of water into the 
cavity, wrenched the prow off the Virginia 
and sprung her stem-piece so that she leaked 
badly. Aji the time the vessel was sinking 
the gallant Morris kept his colors fiying, and 
above the din of battle his heroic voice could 


be heard, urging his men to stand to their 


ns. ‘lhe howitzer on the poop of the Cum- 
Corland was actually fired as she gave a dull 
jurch to starboard and went down head first, 
leaving nothing but her masts above water as 
a monument to the gallantry of her noble 
crew. 

The Minnesota coming to the rescue had 
grounded on the taii of the middle ground in 
the north channel, where she lay using all 
efforts to get off ‘The Roanoke returned to 
Old Point.
